Ih M. Roberts Protests 

While on the subject Mr. Boyle read 
a telegram received by him from L. M. 
Roberts, formerly member of the legis- 
lature for Calgary, in which Mr. Rob- 
erts protested against his action in 
presenting the Calgary gas agreement 
to the legislature, being questioned as 
a party to the alleged fraud. He had 
introduced the bill amongst others 
from Calgary without a definite know- 
jJedge as to details, but Mr. Roberts 
gave his assurance that no alterations 
were made to the agreement while 
such was in his custody. 

The re-submission of the motion will 
be made my Mr. Ross at Friday's ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

A number of public bils were given 
second reading in the house Wednes- 
day, and others were provisionally 
passed in committee of the whole.

It had done its best, but without 
as much success as had been hoped 
for. The people of Europe were will- 
ing to buy our products but they have 
not/the money to do so.

And Barbarism Perpetrated by 
Commanders of the U-Boats 


Peter Wright Makes It Plain Why British Seamen Have Sworn an 
Oath Never Again to Associate with the Unspeakable Hun 
—Address under Navy League Auspices - 


No more graphic and heart-rending 
series of tales, describing the almost 
unbelievable cruelties and barbarisms 
committed by the commanders and 


crews of German submarines upon the | 


helpless sailors of torpedoed vessels 
during the war at sea, ever held an 
audience fairly spell-bound than those 
which were told by Peter Wright, the 
English labor leader, in the McDougall 
church auditorium Wednesday night. 

Without Hterary embellishment or 
any attempt at dramatic effect the 
speaker narrated the incidents, one 
after the other, which have made the 
very name of the Hun execrated by 
all British seamen and have caused 
them to swear an oath never to associ- 
ate with the German until the very 
memory of the black disgrace which 
is attached to him has been purged 
away. It was a catalogue of crime, of 
heartless, needless brutalities that 
made one’s blood run cold with horror 
while an irresistible fascination com- 
pelled attention. 

Mr. Wright spoke at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Edmonton 
branch of the Navy League of Canada. 
Premier Stewart occupied the chair 
and, previous to the address, A. K. 
Putland gave a half-hour’s concert of 
organ music which was greatly ap- 
preciated. Notwithstanding the zero 
weather the church was well filled 
with a keenly attentive and sym- 
pathetic audience. 

Praise for the Navy 

The speaker befan by paying an 
eloquent tribute to the work accom- 
plished by the British navy, without 


which, he said, the armies on land 
could never have won the war. “I 
hope,” he declared, “that you wil! 


ain in the future must retain her naval 
supremacy, that we must hold the 
premier position in spite of the four- 
teen points elucidated by President 
Wilson.

four centuries has been ‘to play the 
game’, declared Mr. Wright, a senti- 
ment that was heartily applauded. He 
then described how the 2,000 German 
sailors who were in British ports when 
war was declared, and who had the 
outward appearance of being decent 
sort of chaps, were taken over from 
the government which had interned 
them, put on an estate which had 
been provided for their accommoda- 
tion, comfortably housed and fed, 
Kiven concerts and every sort of 


amusement, all at the expense of the | 


British seamen’s organization. 

But 4,000 British sailors, who were 
in German ports were interned three 
days before war was declared. One- 
half of their hair and whiskers was 
shaved off by the Germans; they were 
paraded through the streets and sub- 
jected to every sort of ridicule and 
insult; forced to sleep in the market 
place at nights with no bed and no 
blanket; given one meal in twenty- 
four hours until they were reduced to 
mere living skeletons, and finally ship- 
ped off to Galicia, where 50 per cent 
of them died from typhus and tuber- 
culosis. 

lAved Like Kings 


That was the difference in treat- 
ment accorded by the two countries, 
When ‘the Lusitania was sunk, with 
1,200 souls, including 6500 seamen,

Vigorous Opposition to Increase 
In Cream Express Rates Is Made 
Before Railway Commissioners 


Case for Farmers Effectively Put by C. F. Fisher of Edmonton Board 
of Trade—Sir Henry Drayton Gives Assurance That Commis- 


Fisher's View 


The big question that oceupied the 
time of the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners during the entire afternoon 
of Wednesday was the application of 


the Express Traffic Association of 
Canada for an increase in express 
rates. 


Strong objections were made to the 
granting of an increase by representa 
tives of various organizations, and as 
{the proposed increase in rates vitally 
affects the cream industry of the Ed- 
monton farmers, a very etrenuous ob 
jection was made by the representa- 
l tives. The Increase if granted would 
affect them to the extent of 25 per 
cent. of the present express charges. 

Cc. F. Fisher, representing the Ed- 
monton Board of Trade, 623 
ual farmers, 603 petitioners and 117 
different farming centres, all of whom 
asked him to offer vigorous objec- 
tions to the proposal on their behalf, 
was the first speaker ‘> a very sys- 
tematic manner he presented the case 
against the express companies. He 
seemed to etrike the key-note of the 
| whole situation, and at the close of 
the debate the chairman of the com- 
mission, Sir Henry Drayton, said 
they would be largely guided in their 
decision by Mr. Fisher's view. 

Fisher Presents Case Against 

Speaking on behalf of the Edmon- 
ton Board of Trade, Mr. Fisher eald 
| that it did not oppose, particularly, 
any advance in the rates if it could 
be shown that an increase were abso- 
| lutely necessary to keep the com- 
panies from liquidation. If it became 


| 


necessary to increase the rates the 
problem was to decide to what ex- 
tent. 


While the companies appeared to 
have made out in their application 


the Edmonton Board of Trade was 
not prepared to admit without much 
further information than had been 
furnished by the companies that the 
extent of the advance asked for was 
necessary or that the companies’ pro- 
posals properly apportioned the ad- 
vance.

The premier agreed to send an en- 
gineer over the route at once to get 
an estimate of the cost, and if prac- 
tical they wll go ahead with the con- 
struction of this direct route through 
the Beaver HElills at once.

EXPEDITION MAY 
BRING NEWS OF 


Stefansson Is Much Impressed 
With Reports of Voyage of 
Storkersen 


Cttawa, Feb. 26—The landing of 
Storker Storkersen and his party on 
the northern coast of Alaska after 
floating for seven months on an ice 
|pack in unknown Polar an- 
{nounced today, is considered of first 
jimporjance by Vilhjalmar Stefansson, 
commander of the Canadian Arctic ex- 
pedition. Several important facts aro 
| established as an outcome of the re- 
entry into civilization at Fort Yukon, 
Alaska, of Storkersen, which will have 
eréeat effect in defining future Arctic 
jactivithes according to thé statement 
jof Mr, Stefansoon, when interviewed 
by the Canadian Press last night, 

Mr. Stefansson said that three out- 
standing facts were established by the 
landing of the ice explorers:— 
| First, that the generally accepted 
theory among Polar explorers and 
geographers that an ocean current 
flowing westward parallel to the coasts 
of Alaska and Siberia existed, ts dis- 
credited. 
| Secondly—That the so-called Kean- 
'an’s Land, which is marked on all 
modern Polar charts somewhere jn 
| the region of 74 degrees north latitude 
jand 140 degrees west longitude, is 
non-existant. 
| Thirdly—It ts a final demonstration 
of the soundness of Mr. Stefansson’s 
claim that food supplies from the out- 
side may be dispensed with In Arctic 
expeditionary work, a constant source 
lof food always being available in the 
|form of seal and polar bear meat, 

“Lastly,” said Mr. Stefansson, in 
conclusion, “the party penetrated 150 
imiles further north than any one else 
‘has done in that part of the ocean.”

Local Branch of Red Cross 


Reviews Past Five Months 


The following is a brief resume of 
what has been done by the Edmonton 
ctr since the beginning of October, 
1918: 

It fe perhaps not generally ‘known 
outside of the province that Hdmon- 
ton and the northern part of the Prov- 
ince of Albena have suffered more 
from the ravages of the deadly epi- 
demic of {nfluenza than have perhaps 
any other city or district on this con- 
tinent. In view of this fact and look- 
ing back of the amount of relief work 
which has been done by the Alberta 
branch of the Red Cross society—k 
|seems nothing short of provtdential 
that very early (as the terrible scourge 
6wept westward and struck the Prov- 
ince) the society at our provincial 
headquarters had made all its plane 
to co-aperate fully with the health de- 
partment, both Provincial and Civic-— 
to meet the aituation. 

Edmonton deing the largest centre 
outside of Calgary, our branoh was 
given the work of anon se all dis- 
tricts in the central and northern part 
of the Province, acting thus for the 
Provincial branch. We fortunately 
were well stocked with the necessary 
materials for making up the required 
supplies which consisted of clothing 
for men, women and children, pneu- 
monia jackets, sheets, pillow cases, 
masks, towels, nurses’ and doctors 
gowns, etc. At the present date (Feb. 
22nd) these supplies are still being 
given out (especially pneumonia jack- 
ats) for the epidemic has ‘by no means 
been stamped out—K subsides for a 
few weeks and then breaks out again. 
The number of articles thus far sup- 
plied for the relief amounts ¢o 23,444, 
valued at $10,029.45. 

In the making of these supplies 
!s wonderful how the women of our 
branch have rallied to the call for ex- 
tra work—day after day and night 
after night they have worked continu- 
ously—Sundays included — at the 


home besides. Until within the last 
|month our rooms have been a«apen 
lfrom 9 a-m. until 11 p.m., seven days 
af the week, the calls for relief have 
been incessamt, both from the city 
and country.

The Oil Men’s Views 


A very successful banquet was 
held last week by parties inter- 
ested in the development of the 
oil resources of the North country. 
Two things were very clearly dem- 
onstrated by the attendance and 
the speeches. One is that those 
who have staked money on the 
existence of oil in paying quanti- 
ties in the North country are full 
of enthusiasm as to the prospects 
for developing a great oil-produc- 
ing field there. The other was the 
very emphatic recognition on the 


part of those best qualified to 
judge of the disastrous results 


that would follow should the Shell 


Oil Company succeed in obtaining 
a blanket concession to exploit the 


oil resources of the North and to 
acquire the most valuable portions 
of these resources for themselves. 


The Dower Law 


A bill to amend the Dower Act 
of the Province has been intro- 
duced by the Attorney-General in 
the Legislature. As explained by 
him, in its present form the bill is 
rather a suggestion of the direc- 
tions in which changes in the pres- 
ent law are necessary than the 
precise measure by which these 
changes should be made. The bill 
has been referred to the standing 
committee on legal bills, in order 
that a full discussion on the sub- 
ject may be had and that oppor- 
tunity may be given to hear dele- 
gations who wish to make repre- 
sentations in connection with the 
subject. 

The present bill is eopied from 
the Saskatchewan act. It provides 
that every disposition of a home- 
stead shall be executed by the 
owner and his wife, if he has a 
wife. Subject to certain other 
provisions no transferee, lessee, 
mortgagee, encumbrancee or other 
person to whom such disposition 
is made shall be bound to make 
inquiry as to the truthfulness of 
the facts contained in the affidavit 
required to be made, and upon de- 
livery of the disposition purport- 
ing to be completed in accordance 
with the act the same shall be- 
come valid and binding. Knowl- 
edge, however, on the part of the 
party to whom such disposition is 
made that the land deseribed in 
such disposition is the homestead 
of the party making the same and 
that he has a wife who is not a 
party thereto, shall be fraud, and 
under action taken by the wife 
such disposition or the certificate 
of title issued thereon to any per- 
son affected by the fraud may be 
set aside and cancelled, If upon 
application to a judge of the sup- 
reme court it is made to appear 
that the wife of the owner is liv- 
ing apart from her husband under 
circumstances as in the opinion of 
the judge shall be deemed suffici- 
ent to make it unjust or unfair 
that disposition should be required 
to he executed by her, the judge 
may dispense with the consent of 
the wife. The wife of the owner 
of a homestead may file a caveat 
to protect her rights in the same. 
Every equitable mortgage on any 
homestead and any sale thereof 
or transfer or creation of an inter 
est therein which may be affected 
by the owner otherwise than by 
deed or instrument signed by the 


be 


said owner may be set aside and 
declared null and void by the ac- 
tion of the wife of such owner un- 
less she has before such action 
given her consent thereto in writ- 
ing. Any consent given by a 
woman to any agreement for the 
sale or other disposition of pro- 
perty shall be deemed to be suffici- 
ent consent for any further dis- 
position of such property made in 
pursuance of such agreement. 
While the final form in which 
the measure will pass the House 
remains to be determined it is 
hoped, as indicated by the At- 


torney-General to accomplish three | 


things: To protect the rights of 
married women; to protect the 
innocent purchaser of property 
and the innocent investor in mort- 
gages against fraud perpetuated 
by a husband who executes an 
agreement without the consent of 
his wife; and to ‘reduce the cost 


that is thrown upon the mortgagor | 


or seller of property by reason of 
the fact that the mortgagee or 
purchaser has to investigate the 
correctness of his representations 
as to whether he is married and 
as to whether the woman signing 
the agreement is really his wife. 


“‘Dumping’’ Them On the West. 


An official of the Ontario Gov- 
ernment announces that the alien 
enemy problem in Eastern Canada 
is being solved by the simple expe- 
dient of rounding up al! the alien 
enemies in Eastern cities and ship- 
ping them into Western Canada, 
where they are to be employed un- 
der Government supervision in the 
construction of railways and high- 


ways, and perhaps other kinds of | 


public work. 

That is a solution of the diffi- 
culty that may be satisfactory to 
the Eastern cities, but will not be 
at all agreeable to the people of 
Western Canada, and it is to be 
suspected will be scarcely more 
acceptable to the alien enemies 
themselves. 

Western people are not disposed 
to accept the view that the prairie 


country should be made a dumping 


ground for people who are not 
wanted in other parts of the Do- 
minion; and the lot of the alien 
enemies who are to be employed 
under conditions somewhat similar 
to the ‘‘chain gang’’ system which 
prevails in other countries is not 
likely to be a happy one. 

There are several ways in which 
the alien enemy question can he 
dealt with. If this Ontario official 
is correct, the Government has 
chosen one of the ways that is 
likely to aggravate rather than 
pacify public sentiment, and to 
complicate rather than solve the 
problem. 


Was the Legislature Deceived. 


The member for Centre Calgary 
sprang a sensation in the Legis- 
lature on Tuesday, the outcome of 
which may be very serious for 
some parties concerned, 

The substance of his statement 
is that the parties who obtained 
the franchise under which gas is 
now sold in Calgary did so by de- 
ceiving the Legislature; the nra- 
terial results of the deception hav- 
ing been an improper increase in 
the price of gas, by which the peo- 
ple of Calgary have been swindled 
out of two or three million dollars, 
and the conversion of a limited 
franchise into a perpetual fran- 
chise. According to Mr. Ross this 
was accomplished by making vital 
alterations in the agreement en- 
dorsed by the Calgary rate-payers 
before the agreement was signed 
by the mayor and secretary of the 
city and ratified by the Legisla- 
ture, 

The franchise having changed 
hands several times, it does not 
follow that the company now hold- 
ing the franchise knew of the 
means by which it had been ob- 
tained, though the member argues 
that the company probably does 
know because when it appeared 
before the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada recently it produced the gen- 
uine agreement as evidence, while 
when it desires to work the city 
council for an increase in rates, 
an extension of territory or an ex- 
tension of time it produces the 
bogus agreement. 

The allegation is of the most 
serious character, and it is to be 
assumed the Legislature will take 
prompt and adequate means to in 
vestigate the whole transaction 
with a view to finding out whether 
the House was deceived in the 
manner suggested, and if so of 
bringing the guilty partiessto pun- 
ishment, 

As the moving spirits in the Cal- 
gary Gas Company have also been 
the directing spirits in the Nor.
